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HOUSING FOR HUNTERS POINT 


The Housing Development. 
Corporation, the official hous- 
ing corporation for the Hunt- 
ers Point area, seems to be 
going through some confusion 
in regards to the recent in- 
stant housing proposal sub- 
mitted by Marshal Kaplan the 
special housing consultant to 
the agency. 

The proposal calls for the 
immediate building of 100 units 
of town houses and single units 
on a ten acre plot of land 
presently owned by the city, 
and described as part of the 
Hunters Point land to be re- 
developed by the Redevelop- 
ment agency. In the last board 
meeting of the corporation 
(Hunters Point Development) 
the proposal was presented by 
Marshall Kaplan, At this meet- 
ing no one objected to the 
proposal, but in fact the board 
accepted the proposal. How- 

ver, it seems that some of 

e board members have since 

anged their minds, 

When this same propsosal 
was presented to SPUR for 
their support in helping the 
corporation acquire the land 
from the city to build the 
units, several community 
residents and board mem- 
bers turned out against the 
proposal, The argument 
seems to be that the dis- 
senters would like to see the 
corporation wait until the Re- 
development Agency presents 
their master plan on how they 
intend to redevelop the area, 
Secondly, they claim that the 
redevelopment agency already 
has funds for grading and ex- 

.cavation, and it would be a 
waste of money for the De-

velopment Corporation to ex- 
pend money for something Re- 
development can pay for. 
Third, it has been. argued 
that Hunters Point would like 
a voice in how the entire hill 
is going to be developed, and 
to accept only a portion of the 
hill would keep them from 
having a voice in how the en- 
tire hill was going to be de- 
veloped, Fourth, it seems that 
some residents don’t want 
housing financed through 
221Ds government financing. 

As designed, the Housing 
Development Corporation’s 
proposal is supposed to serve 
as a model housing develop- 
ment for low income families, 
However, the housing will not 
be inferior in quality, but will 
in fact be built to suit middle 
income families, To allow 
families to live in the units 
at rents of $75., the 
plan is to lease the units to 
the Housing Authority and have 
them pay the difference be- 
tween what the family can 
afford, and what the fair rent- 
al value of the unit is, 


Reliable sources report that 
in its present state the Hous- 


ing Authority does not have’ 


she money for such supple- 
mental .rents, However, 
through utilization of Section 
23 of the U.S, Housing Act 
of 1937, as amended by the 
Housing and Urban Develop- 


‘ment Act. of 1965 the Depart= 


ment of Housing and Urban 
Development to make annual 
contributions to local authori- 
ties for such rent supplements, 


Lonnie Colbert, an executive 


committee member of the com> 
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poration stated that Kaplan 
was hired as a consultant to 
the corporation to come up 
with a plan for housing de- 
velopment that the Housing 
Corporation could sponsor. 
However, Colbert said that 
if the corporation would wait 
until the Redevelopment 
Agency submitted its plan it 
would take from three to five 
years, and by that time there 
probably wouldn’t be a com- 
munity corporation to sponsor 
housing, 


Willie Thompson, also a 
member of the corporation 
said that if the Redevelop- 
ment agency doesn’t produce 
a final master plan is three 
to five years construction on 
housing developments would 
be further delayed for atleast 
another year thereafter. 


The corporation’s proposal 
that was created by Kaplan 
allows for construction to start 
in twelve months, However, 
it. would only provide for the 
, building of 100 units, 


Mrs, Eloise Westbrook, al- 
so a member of the advisory 
board to the corporation, feels 
that the building of only 100 
new units would be inadequate 
for all the families presently 
living in the housing projects 
that are to be torn down by 
1970, 


One of the stated purposes 
‘of the proposal is to help 
\build a-stronger organization, 
'The feeling is that if the or- 
ganization is to have a voice 
‘in how the entire hill is go- 
ing to be developed they must 
chave a strong organization

with evidence of financial and 
technical resources, and ex- 
perience, Presently the cor- 
poration has no experience 
in housing development, and 
the financial and technical re- 
sources will run out in 
February, 


A commitment has already 
been received from the Kate 
Maremont Foundation for pro- 
viding financial and technical 
assistance in developing the 
housing program, 


It’s interesting to note that. 


the Redevelopment Agency 
raised opposition to the pro- 
‘posal when it was first sub- 
mitted. In fact, Justin Her- 
man, Redevelopment Director, 
was quoted in the Chronicle 
as saying, ‘Whenever there 
are poor people to be ex- 
ploited there will always be 
a medicine man,’’ This quote 
-was directed to the proposal 
‘ereated by Kaplan, 


Despite the confusion, it 
seems that the community 
generally supports the hous- 
ing proposal, Steps are being 
made to try and get Redevel- 
opment. to understand the 
‘merits and the need for such 
‘a housing development, 


George Williams, the act- 
‘ing Director of the corpora- 
tion, stated he feels that the 
corporation can reach an 
jagreeable compromise with 
(Redevelopment Agency. Infact, 
the Agency has already pub- 
licly stated that they would 
make sure that the Develop-, 
ment Corporation would be one 


of the first to sponsor hous-* 


ing on the hill, 


idea to assume some respon- 
sibility for creating a situa- 
tion in which this can happen, 
In this way they feel afestival 
(can accomplish their ends, 
' Pointing out that all com- 
munities need some solidarity 
in order to effectively com- 
plement the existing commun- 
lity programs they hope the 
festival will accomplish two 
‘things;

Center Still Lives 


When recent negative pub- 
|licity about the Bayview Com- 
munity Center began to per- 
meate the atmosphere there 
‘were those who thought the 
Center had seen its last days, 
| Suffering first an eviction and 
a debt of $8,000 arrears rent, 
and second the loss of its 
entire staff along with its long 
'time executive director, and 
third a $14,0000 suit by its 
,ex-landlord it seemed thatthe 
|center was facing unsurmount- 
|able circumstances, 

However through the thick- 
{ness of its troubles the Cen- 
ter’s board of directors is 
,working tenaciously to keep 
iit alive. And with a little luck, 
land much effort -it appears 
|that the center will probably 
be open again ina month or so, 
, The Honorable Joseph Ken- 
nedy, Chairman of the EOC 
‘Council has given the center 
\a new lease on life providing 
ithey meet certain conditions, 
\Substantially the conditions 
lare that the center find a 
jrent-free office in which to 
‘operate out of, and that they 
jshow evidence that they are 
able to reorganize, and re- 
construct the organization, _ 

Tentatively the center has 
found several spots which 
'might prove to be ideal, but 


the most difficult problem is 
finding such ideal spots rent- 
free, Nevertheless the board 
embers have confidence that 
they will find a rent-free of- 
ifice, 
In the board meeting of Au- 
jgust 16th, several suggestions 
were made, among them was 
that the board make an at- 
tempt to get one of the old 
|housing projects, secondly that 
they attempt to find some do- 
nated space in one of the local 
churches or get a realty com- 
pany to donate vacant space. 
It was also mentioned that the 
board might attempt to acquire 
the use of the Crispus At- 
tucks again, In its beginning 
years the Crispus Attucks Club 
lwas the home of the center, 
Presently the objective of 
he center’s board seems tobe 
the acquiring of a new loca- 
tion, and the hiring of two or 
hree staff members in order 
o reorganize and reconstruct 
ithe center, Along with this 
jundertaking they plan also to 
implement a tutorial program, 
pnd a pre-school program, The 
Tutorial program will be-run 
y volunteers, and the pre- 
chool program will be run 
hrough the state providing

HANOI—Stokely Carmichael’s latest blast at the US includes 
a claim that he wants to change the ‘American regime’’. 

CHICAGO— Floyd McKissick, CORE leader, rejected bids 
by the New Left and other radicals to incorporate the black 
power movement into a third party. McKissick spoke at the 
First National Conference on New Politics. Earlier Dr. 
Martin Luther King addressed the conference. In the event 
a third party could be formed, it was hoped that Dr. King 
would accept the nomination to run for president on a peace 
platform. 

NEW YORK—A small Greenwich Village theater will be re- 
named the Langston Hughes Theater in memory of the late 
Harlem poet. 

JACKSON, MISS.—Negroes running for office suffered defeats 
in recent elections. Charges of rigging and improper counting 
were raised when the official count gave the election to 
segregationist John Bell Williams, who swept in with him 
a slate of white candidates running against Negroes. Federal 
vote observers were ineffective. _ 

WASHINGTON, D.C.—A Howard University researcher, in 
a study of allergies, has found that certain type of asthma 
associated with cockroaches has a high incidence among 
Negroes and Puerto Ricans. The roach is a common pest 
in low income neighborhoods. 


ATLAN'lta— sue National Council of Churches general board, 


declared on ‘‘our enemy...the persistent and pervasive 
RACISM of the white majority of the land,’’ and called for 
a ‘reconstruction of OUR WHOLE SOCIETY.’’ The board 
blamed urban riots on ‘‘the white masters who have long 
dominated the ghetto.’’ 


SAN FRANCISCO—After a second try with the Board of 
Supervisors, the New Careers program has been approved. 
Persons involved will begin in schools, hospitals and various 
social services. Designed for the so-called ‘‘hardcore’’ un- 
employed, persons will advance through local civil service 
ranks to better positions through. According to Supervisor 
and Mayor candidate, Jack Morrison: ‘‘A number of welfare 
recipients will be removed from the rolls by this injection 
of Federal money. It will also expand the tax base and create 
a much-needed semi-professional leve.’’ 


NEW ORLEANS—District Attorney Jim Garrison has re- 
- vealed that President Kennedy was assassinated by con- 
spirators associated with the CIA. ‘‘Pres. Kennedy was killed 
because of extreme rightists resentment of his integration- 
ist policies, his attempts to forge a peaceful foreign policy, 
and his attempt at reconciliation with the USSR and Cuba.’’ 
His assassians were part of two groups: Anti-Castro Cubans 
and American rightists. 


SAN FRANCISCO— Attempts by rightists and Birchers to 
restrict freedom of speech in schools by civic groups failed 
recently at an all night session of the SF School Board, 
which took no action on his attempted demands of censorship. 


-WASHINGTON— An opposition of LBJ administration and con- 
servative forces in the U.S. Senate voted to kill a ghetto job 
plan. The $2.8 billion job-creating.plan for ghettos was part 
of a liberal passed house anti-poverty bill. 


CLEVELAND—Negro attorney, Carl Stokes won the Demo- 
cratic nomination for mayor of Cleveland, his victory is 
considered a sure victory in the finals. Stokes won without 
_ official Democratic endorsement. 


BOSTON—Dr. Joel Fort, a SF psychiatrist, and expert on 
mind-expanding drugs, stated that marijuana was no more 
harmful than alcohol and that the hard laws imposed on 
persons smoking marijuana encouraged criminality among its 
users rather than deter it. vi 


SAN FRANCISCO—Ed. Stern, candidate for San Francisco 
Supervisor recently won the endorsement of the ILWU. Stern 
was one of the leading attornies in the fight for Freedom 
Democratic Party and was an organizer for attornies taking 
depositions on illegal voting and other civil rights violations 
in Mississippi. 
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WASHINGTON—The Army has- adopted as its standard 
riot gas a chemical called CS. The Army’s manual sug- 
gests that medical officers be on the lookout for six physical 
conditions before a soldier uses the CS gas. Organiz heart 
disease and bronchial conditions are especially to be con- 
sidered. A person who has been subjected to the gas with 
these medical conditions could die. But it is expected that 
no such medical check of persons in riot situations will be 
made before its use. 

—California has been singled out by the Defense Department 
in the elimination of housing bias against Negro servicemen. 
Over 100 thousand servicemen in California are required to 
live off base here. Reports of housing bias among Negro 
veterans is very high. 


NEW YORK—Robert 35X Smith, the former bodyguard of 
the late renowned Malcom X, was found guilty in the shooting 
of three Brooklyn detectives, Smith was bound and gagged 
during his trial in order to prevent his ‘‘continued court- 
room outbursts,’ it is alleged. 

SEATTLE—Episcopal churchwomen meeting have turned 
over a special fund amounting to over two and one quarter 
million dollars. The money is to be used in assisting ghetto 
areas. This is added to the nearly three million authorized 
by the Episcopal body earlier for ghetto assistance. 
DAYTON—A detective is charged with first degree man 
slaughter in the killing of a Negro civil rights worker. The 
fatal killing set off a short rebellion in the city’s west side 
recently. The slain man was shot twice in the back as he ran

Living up to all the sickest 
expectations possible, Ron- 
nie Reegun has completed 
nearly the first run of his 
governor bit way ahead of the 
reactionary field, So much so 
is his success among Birch- 
red necks and states 
righters that he is in onefield 
doing better than both of Ala- 
bama’s Wallace’s combined, 
Ronnie in his term has vetoed 
more anti-poverty programs 
then both George or his regent 
wife combined, 

The most pathetic part of 
this commentary is that the 
LBJ administration is reluc- 
tant to over rule any such ve- 


,toes, Thereby giving a known 
‘foe of any such progrms a 


free reign to reap as much 
havoc and destruction of pro~ 
grams for the poor as they de- 
sire, 

Not far behind is his nor- 
mal veto record on actions of 
‘the current legislature, The 
highest percentage of pro- 
igrams axed are of the same 
{general nature as_ those 
poverty programs now down 
the drain, 

One can only surmise that 
Reegun evaluated many pro- 
grams on the basis of the re- 
ceipients voting power. That 
is, taking advantage of such 
groups as those in mental 
health, on welfare, retarded 
children, the blind and so on, 
His feeling being that their 
political power is the weakest, 
Contrast these actions ver- 
sus his catering to realators 
and their. prejudices or using 
his’ influence to see that the 
oil depleation allowances are 
left alone—benefitting large 
oil companies while little 
homeowners take it in the tax 
pocket, 

Ronnie’s sneaky confer- 
ences with other southerners 
is another indication of his af- 
finity for dealing with state 
problems, His echo of the 
‘¢call out the Marines’? in the 
San Jose State College dis- 
pute is very.evident of a nar- 
row and poor prejudgement, 
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Honkey 


Within the past year, the 
word “honky” as a racial 
epithet has come into pro- 
minence in the daily press. 
The use has been associated 
mainly with Stokely Carmich- 
ael and H. Rap Brown. 

Until its present use, it was 
generally a little known word. 
But the word does haveta his- 
tory. Essentially it is mfd- 
Western, and more specif, 
ically Chicago. 

Carl Sandburg, the late Chi- 
cago poét, spoke of ‘“‘hunky’’ 
ice and coal men going by 
hunched on their wagons. He 
was referring to the Polish, 
Hungarian and Lithuanians whc 
then, as now constitute alarge 
element of Chicago’s popula- 
tion. At that time, these im- 
migrants were the butt of much 
resentment; Today many of 
their same descendents are 
those harassing blacks seeking 
open housing and so on. 

Upon their arrival in the 
Chicago area over the past 
three decades, Negroes have 
picked up and ingested such 
slang into their urban voca- 
bulary. Carmichael and Brown 
now hurl the word out as an 
epithet of most whites. 

The news media have since 
adopted the spelling ‘honky’ 
from Brown and Carmichael’s 
pronumication. In their vocab- 
ulary, the word has_ the 
equivalent meaning and ~pro- 
vocation as the word ‘nigger’’. 


as. well as an insult to black 
students and teachers in that 
campus Situation, 

But the one incident that best 
puts him in the shoes of the 
typical southern guv’neer is 
his slap at the courts (over 
the rape of the Medical pro- 
gram). Reegun contends that 
there is a ‘‘separation be- 
tween the executive and the 
courts and the legislature. Yet 
any such situation would be 
realistically impossible, and 
he knows it. His intent, like 
his southern friends, is to 
mock and spit on the courts 
when they block his selfish 
moves,

On a sunny San Francisco 
afternoon a young Bayview 
youth was talking to his friends 
on the corner near Mendell 
and Newcomb when suddenly a 
squad car, with two officers 
in it, pulled up alongside them. 
Within minutes the whole area 
was geing covered by squad 
cars. The young man in ques- 
tion was in custody—badly 
beaten. This young man was 
black, small and light and de- 
fenseless against such instant 
brutality. 

By this time other be- 
wildered and now angered 
youth were being confronted by 
men in blue who openly hint- 
ed that if they were looking 
for a ‘‘riot’’ then these offi- 
cers were “damned ready’. 
Fortunately, the situation 
cooled down, but not before 
tensions got too close to a 
breaking point that was avoid- 
able, avoidable from the stand- 
point of officers of the law. 
Squad cars and patrol wagons 
were just as quickly calledout

In July when three youth 
were arrested on Woodward 
Street in San Francisco it was 
alleged that police brutality 
took place, The youth were 
charged with resisting and fel- 
ony assult and set free on 
$1100 bail. 

On the 27th of September, 
before Judge O’Kane bail was 
raised to $2500. All black 
persons (plus one of their 
white girl friends) were re- 
moved from the court room in 
the middle of the proceeding,

Unemployment in the United 

States at 9.4 per cent among 
Negroes is twice that of whites. 
The average Negro family in- 
come is $3874, only a little 
more than half that of white 
families. 
_ While these statistics stand 
out sharply, the U.S, Labor 
‘Department stated recently in 
a comprehensive report that as 
a result of the increase of the 
war in Vietnam, more than 
one million jobs have been 
created in the nation in the past 
two years. 

The report said that civilian 
jobs in defense work rose from 
3 million to 4.1 million in the 
last two years, with the 
sharpest increase in the wea- 
pons, aircraft and communi- 
cations industries. 

The kinds of jobs created, 


owever, have only served to 
rther unbalance the em- 
loyment ratio between whites 
d Negroes. Most of the jobs 
ie highly technical and union- 
ized. 
| For example, more than140 
thousand of the million new 
jobs were in the manufacture 
f aircraft and parts; nearly 


00 thousand in the manu-- 


acture of weapons and am- 
munition, and 10 thousand 
others manufacturing com- 
munications equipment. 
Employment for the nation 
as a whole shows a steady 
increase, while the Negro em- 
loyment status has decreased 
in comparison to that of whites.

| The 2,000 delegates attend- 
\ing the conference represented 
a coalition of whites and Ne- 
groes—mainly Black power 
advocates—who oppose Mr. 
‘Johnson’s Vietnam policy and 
his domestic programs, 

After eight hours of debate, 
and the rejection of any at- 
tempt to form a third party 
dedicated to peace in Viet- 
nam, the New-Politics con- 
vention decided to run candi- 
dates against Mr. Johnson in 
key states, 

But word circulated at the 
convention that the 50-mem- 
ber Black Caucus, represent- 
ing most of the 600 Negro 
delegates, here would press 
for stronger political action, 

James Foreman, former 
chairman of SNCC, inaspeech 
to the 2,000 delegates in the 
Palmer House here said: 

‘‘We and we alone have the 
responsibility to wage our own 
war of liberation as we see 
fit. No one, absolutely no one, 
in the world or the United 
States, has the right to dic- 
tate to us the forms of the 
struggle.” 
' Mr. Foreman answered the 
cheers and thundering ap- 
plause of both the white and 
Negr6 delegates with, ‘‘We 
insist on our right to define 
the manner in which we will 
fight our aggressors. 
our right, our responsibility, 
and anyone who doesn’t like it 
can go to hell.” 

H, Rap Brown, Snick’s 
chairman and chief Black pow- 
er advocate, drove a wedge

The recently released 
achievement scores for San 
Francisco’s Unified School 
District appear to dispute Dr. 
Jenkins, the newly appointed 
Superintendent’s estimation of 
city schools as being super- 
ior. 

Scores released the 19th of 
last month clearly show that 
on an overall basis local city 
schools are behind the national 
average. The scores were re- 
leased under obvious pres- 
sures from the Education 
Committee of the Central City 
NAACP, 

Despite some obvious pre- 
tence to explain cultural and 
ethnic differences in test 
scores across the city, the

scores at even a quick glance 
reveal a great variation in 
achievement between segre- 
gated schools, Infact, accord- 
ing to many observers, the 
tests reveal a situation “a 
lot more serious than was< 
speculated’’ and ‘‘show the 
marked and lasting damaging 
results of the present neigh- 
borhood school system,’’ It 
does also seem apparent that 
so-called defacto-segregation 
has been harmful to not just 
black and Spanish speaking 
students but even to whites, 
from a general standpoint. 

The results also showed a 
larger, almost double, drop- 
out rate for schools in ghetto 
areas,

For Poor’

The Regional Community Action Training program spon- 
sored by the Office of Economic Opportunity through the 
Frederick Burke Foundation of San Francisco State college 
and ‘‘administered’’ by a San Francisco State College Pro- 
fessor, Dr. Stanley Soles is under pressure from Washington 
to: make more effective use of its almost one-half million 
dollars of poverty program money. 


Edward Wilms and Carter Collins from the Washington 
office of EOE were in San Francisco some three weeks ago 
to check up on the program. It is known that they ordered the 
college professor to completely reorganize the program, 

At least three senior staff members including two exe- 
cutive secretaries have quit the program ‘in the past year. 
In addition, target area staff in San Francisco are unanimous 
in their discontent with the program, All training for San 
Francisco has been eliminated, presumable, as a slap in the 
face of San Francisco’s poverty workers, 

From all indications the program is a one-man oper- 
ation, Dr, Stan Soles is the administrator, polick-maker and 
program operator. He has two staff people to service the 
entire program, In 1966 the program was fundedfor $217,000 

- and in 1967 the amount was increased to $252,000, 

All total, the program has expended $469,000, The citizens 
deserve to know who got the money, It is imperative that 
the Frederick Burke Foundation give a full explanation for 
the conduct, administration and operation of the program,

Police Community Relations 


Not long ago the SPOKES- 
MAN had an interview with 
the new unit head of the San 
Francisco Police Community 
Relations, But after some time 
of smiles and denials it be- 
came apparent that inspite 
of what anyone said, some- 
thing had changed, 

To some degree the change 
has been subtle and sweet, 
much in the way some adver- 
tising men might come in to 
take over a business to alter 
its image, This difference can 
be seen in the changing as- 
pect and attitude of the news 
letter ‘‘News and Views’? put 
out by the unit, Like the unit, 
it too is clothed in smiles 
and semantic variations on 
what some think to mean when 
talking about ‘‘community re- 
lations,’’ , 

One is therefore very re- 
luctant not to refer to the unit 
‘as ‘Police Public Relations,’’ 
a term often referenced by 
those in the majority of the 
SF Police Department who, 
though they will not directly 
admit it, have marked dislike 
and envy of the Community 
Relations Unit, 

- Now the record and per- 
formance of this unit and its 
friends and various affiliates 
‘in the police department is 
well known and has been given 
national ‘recognition (a fact 
censored on two. occassions 
by local newspapers), But the 
obvious gulf between the unit 
and that majority of the de- 
partment has been also quite 
evident, It is hoped therefore 
that the proposed, though 


limited, training program ‘‘for. 


key police personnel’’ will be 
of some value. But merely 
assigning only the precinct 
captains and the two officers 


in each precinct that are now 
being also assigned to com- 
munity relations work is not 
enough to bridge the obvious 
gap. 

This obvious gap can, and 
possibly has, put a strain on 
both the community relations 
as well as some of the other 
members of the force, That is, 
it is useless to have one group 
engaged in activities which 
might tend to bring another 
group into play only as fire- 
men, 

Besides this, something 
positive and citting has just 
goat to be done concerning the 
open and blatent bigot activ- 
ities of certain officers, Either 
their whole attitude and out- 
look has got to change or out 
they go! 


Why Is It? 


On Thursday the 5th of Oc- 
tober the Young Men For Ac- 
tion Council, Inc., called a 
press conference to announce 
their First Annual Hunters 
Point Festival, Oct. 28-29 on 
Hilltop in Hunters Point. 

Although all the press, ra- 
dio and TV were invited, only 
on TV, one newspaper and 
four radio representatives 
showed up for this all im- 
portant conference. 

“How come it is when it 
looks like trouble them news 
guys are all over the Point, 
but the one or two times we 
got something constructive and 
really good they don’t show?’’

A Bail Project Doubts 


Funded now in possibly only 
three of the five target areas, 
and very seriously questioned 
in Hunters Point and else- 
where, the San Francisco OR 
Bail Project, despite its ob- 
vious advantages, is raising 
many doubts, 

One area investigation re- 
vealed that the Project was en- 
gaging in ‘‘unfair personnel 
practices’’ and ‘‘non-compli- 
ance with contract require- 
ments and recommenda- 
tions.’? The gist of the per- 
sonnel situation was the dis- 
porportionately low salaries 
of the staff, other than the 
director, Also, such items 
as a lack of medical coverage, 
the absence of any pay raises 
and generally low morale and 
poor relations of the director 
toward the staff, 

There is also the old mat- 
ter which even the EOC seems 
to have seen fit to ignoring, 
that is, the director having 
placed the project in jeopardy 
by assuming the salary of the 
VISTA Supervisor in the initial 
funding period, which was in 


‘clear violation of OEO regu- 


lations, Still, despite demands 
by the VISTA Regional Direc- 
tor, the matter has not been 
solved, In other matters of 
VISTA it seems that the di- 
rector is also the supervisor 
for the VISTA employees, It 
is also thought by many that 
in some respects the positions 
and work of some VISTA per- 
sons could better benefit local 
neighborhood workers in some 
new carriers program, 

In terms of the actual pro- 
ject the non-compliance prob- 
lems are also placing the pro- 
ject in jeopardy, 

As yet, despite the recom- 
mendation of area boards, the 
director has not sought outside 
funding, And in general it is 
alleged that unless a new di- 
rector is found, there will be 
no fund approval from certain 
areas, It is reported, along 
this line, that Western Addi- 
tion and Mission and possibly 
Hunters Point (where other 
matters are under consider- 
ation) that the demand for a 
new director is contingent on 
any refunding. Chinatown has 
remained neutral, 

A second consideration is 
the matter of the lapse of the 
Community Policy Commit- 


.tee, It has been allowed to 


phase out although its, main- 
tenance is required under the 


contract with the EOC, The 
lack of an active Policy Com- 
mittee would appear to pro- 
hibit good neighborhood con- 
tact and true city wide par- 
ticipation in the program. As 
a result there is only a lim- 
ited and narrow chance for de- 
velopment of new aspects and 
improvements in the future of 
the Bail program, This whole 
lack of Policy Committee can 
cause the direct default of the 
program for obvious reasons, 

It can also be pointed out and 
demonstrated that there is lit- 
tle or no cooperation with the 
EOC, It is alleged that the di- 
rector either is in some per- 
sonal conflict with or merely 
desires not todo business with 
the EOC, except in terms of 
being funded, of course, Often 
the central administration of 
EOC has been unable to get 
cooperation on needed reports 
and other routine business 
with the director of the Bail 
project, it has been reported, 


Often described as a ‘‘si- 
lent partner’’ with the OR Bail 
project is the local Bar As- 
sociation, But it seems that 
the Bar Association does not 
want to become involved in 
what some might call ‘in- 
ternal problems.’’ It would 
appear that in regard to the 
Association that there is a 
grave lack of communication 
regarding other matters, es- 
pecially those pertaining to 
the non-compliance of the Bail 
project with the EOC, And in 
terms of the matter or out- 
side funds, the Bar also ap- 
pears to be defaulting their 
responsibility, 

In the Summary and des- 
cription of the contract is 
the statement that the “pro- 
ject (OR BAIL) is designed to 
change the bail system.’? But 
to date there appears to be 
little or no attempt to do this, 
Further on in the proposal: 
“Having demonstrated an ef- 


fective method for arrang- 


ing release of people without 
regard to economic position, 
efforts will be made to insti- 
tutionalize this change... . 
The achievements of the pro- 
gram will be presented in an 
effort to modify the law. . .?? 

In reference to the above 
‘quotation, little has been done 
to bring such high and well 
‘intentioned ideals to any re- 


imote reality, although the pro- | 


jgram is now going into athird 
funding year 


‘money is invested to improve 
iclassroom teaching. Our chil- 
dren are educated by teach- 
ers and until teachers are free 


'to teach, students will not be 


free to learn, 

' Too much time and energy 
of teachers is wasted, Instead 
of hiring administrators, our

An American Negro expatri- 
ate now living in Communist 
China is exhorting U.S. Ne- 
groes to ‘‘meet Violence with 
violence.’? 

Robert Williams, former 
head of the Union County 
Branch of the N.A.A.C.P. in 
N.C., wrote in the latest is- 
use of the CRUSADER that 
‘*the enemy land is America 
and America is the Black 
man’s battleground,” 

The 12-page newsletter is 
mailed monthly to Negro civil- 
rights activits and prominent 
leaders in the Negro commun- 
ity. It contains a rundown on 
methods for clogging sewer 
lines and highways, burning 
public facilities and smashing 
windows without getting 
caught. 

In 1959 the ,National As- 
sociation for the Advancement 
of Colored People suspended 
Mr. Williams from his post 
for advocating that Negroes 
take up arms to avenge their 
white oppressors. 

The 42-year-old Williams, 
she grandfather of Negro mil- 
itants, fled to Cuba six years 
ago to avoid a charge of kid- 
naping a white man and wo- 
man during racial dis- 
turbances in his hometown. 

In Havana Williams is said 
to have become a propagandist 
and to have forged Fidel Cas- 
tro’s link with Negro mili- 
tants, founding the Revolu- 
tionary Action Movement 
(RAM). 

While in Cuba Mr. Williams 
had regular late night broad- 
cast from here to the United 
States. The half-hour pro- 
grams were broadcast three 
times a week over Havana 
Radio Progresso. Williams 
called these nightly broad- 
cast “Radio Free Dixie,’’ 

The Negro expatriate is re- 
ported to have become disen- 
chanted with Castro for not 
giving him afree hand in oper- 
ating his revolutionary pro- 
gram and moved to China about 
two years ago. 


A few weeks ago in a letter. 


to the clerk of Superior Court 
of Union County, Mr. Wil- 
liams intimated that he would 
like to come home, He asked 
the clerk what the charges 
against him and said he would 


' come back if the charges were 


dropped. 

_ The -court clerk said he 
j answered Williams’ letter but 
would not elaborate on hisre- 
iply. He did say, however, that 
[the kidnaping indictment is 
still standing. 
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Mixed Feelings 
On Evaluation- 


The recent BAND evaluation 
of the Hunters Point BAND 
program has been met with 
praise by some residents, and 
raised the blood pressures of 
others. 

Most residents agree that 
there are parts of the evalu- 
ation that are true, but some 
of the people that have been 

nvolved in the program find 
tault with seme of the judg- 
ments in the proposal. 

A particular area of con- 
troversy in the evaluation is 
that part which refers to the 
Consumer Action Council. The 
evaluation states that more 
than half of the members of 
the action council are older 
women and are readily identi- 
fiable as part of the dominant 
narrow matriarchal power 
structure of the area. Para- 
phrased it also states that 
these women have also 
achieved some economic as- 
cendancy since the enactment 
of the poverty program and 
that they jealously protect 
these gains through behavior 
that negates change, and is 
harmful to the development of 
competent and various in- 
digenous leadership. 

Several men in the com- 
munity who believe this to be 
true state that this so-called 
matriarchal dominance is in- 
dicative of many other or- 
‘ganizations in the area too. 
However, some of the women: 
who are involved in the ma- 
triarchal structure state that 
their intent never was to dom- 
inate. 

Mrs, Julia Commer, amem- 
ber of the Consumer Action 
Council stated that when men 
show up and want to-take the 
lead, I am always willing to 
step aside, ‘‘ ‘The main thing 
‘Ss to let these men know that 
?m not out to take over, and 
I don’t want any pity. The 
men and women in this com- 
munity have got to stick to- 
gether,’’she said. 

Mrs. Bertha Freeman, a 
one time supervisor in BAND 
alleged that the evaluation 
didn’t start in April as it 
was stated in the evaluation. 
As to the matriarch dominance 
she stated that ‘‘If he is talk- 
ing about me I would be glad 
70 go home. I would love to 
see men working, and I could . 
go home and rest some.” 

The evaluation suggests that 
the Hunters Point BAND pro- 
gram be phased out, and that 
it be replaced with programs 
that could operate in- 
dependently.

Soul What! 


Ina community where black solidarity should be a must, _ 


espécially ig light of the great amount of race bias practiced 
here in San Francisco and right here in the Bayview-Hunters 
Point, almost the direct opposite seems to be the case. 

A little over two years ago the San Francisco Neighbor- 
hood Co-op Super Market was established with this purpose 
in mind in attempting to start a new business trend in the 
community which would see black people owning and running 
THEIR OWN enterprise. An enterprise which would not 
engage in the typical short changing of young kids sent to 
the store by their mothers, as is so often the case, An en- 
terprise which would be an economy leader in assisting 
families who must live on a marginal income. And most of 
all, a rally point and center of pride for the community, 

But in many ways almost opposite has been the case. 
The majority of the community still insists on supporting 
markets in the Bayview area whose owners and operators 
still show open contempt and dislike for citizens who live 
here, Therefore the Neighborhood Co-op has never come out 
of the red. And sad as it seems, it may never possibly im- 
prove, Even more pathetic is the fact that many so-called 
“community leaders,’? some of which are in the employ of 
the local poverty office, don’t patronize the Co-op. Despite 
their loud talk, their action spell sell out for those they 
are supposed to represent and work for. 

The Co-op is not the only spot inthis dilemma, The many| 
other ‘‘soul’? establishments up and down Third Street are 
consistently ignored in favor of white and otherwise owned 
joints whose owners score close to zero in the employment 
of black people in their establishments, and score much less 
in terms of their relationship to either the community in 
general or their black patron, 

‘‘Why?’? some are starging toask, are soul brother shops 
and businesses being ignored by their neighbors, Such acti- 
vity, in light of all that is happening, is patent suicide, Not 
long ago all were sickened to see the white dominated 
National Guard troops smashing stores in Detroit and 
elsewhere which had ‘“soul’’ signs on the front of their 
establishments, And, isn’t that just what is being done in 
this community, by neighbors in this community, only in 
just a more subtle manner? 


What Anniversary? 


On the 27th of Sept. this year there were no speeches, 
parades, no one was given the day ‘off—nothing out of the 
ordinary happened, It had been a year since the so-called 
‘¢riot’? happened in Hunters Point, t 

What did happen was, at best, that some healthy stear 
was let off. The tragic murder which appeared to have set 
off much of the anxiety, that local ‘fuzz’? seemed to have 
tried to sustain, has also been long forgotten. The memorial 
park (where Matthew was murdered) is today an empty 
discarded place, plants and shurbs dead from lack of care; 
the lone sculpture marking the site was recently stolen, 

In many ways a riot is a healthy thing, A community that 

rebels is at least doing and saying something—though in 
bloody desperation some hope is sought——even the mass 
futility of it all is afar sight better than the decaying status 
quo graveyard ghetto we have experienced and really regressed 
back into, 
: Even the empty and insincere promises reflect the reality 
of what did happen last year. To the inane mentality of a 
white racist, the magnitude of the ghetto revolt determines 
the amount of help to the community. 

The only violence was done to afew people—those brave 
young men who were attempting to keep things cool. It pro- 
tecting others they got in the way of the crude brutaliza- 
tion which is too commonly being called ‘‘law and order’? — 
an ancient form of social control we could just as well do 
without. 

The greatest anxiety for most has not been the threat 
of a riot, but rather the overt overprotectiveness of law 
and order. As with those cities that have really been tnrough 
full scale revolts, the critical spark was not merely the dis- 
enchanted man locked in the ghetto, but the uniform who stupid- 
ly stumbled into a situdtion he did not understand, A uniform, 
and uniforms more, became enraged when the wronged react 
to our police state ways, not expecting the inhabitants of the 
ghetto to really be human, 

After a year Hunters Point has little if anything to show 
in the positive. There are still problems, some hopespun, 
but all given and sustained through influence that is outside 
of the area, San Francisco learned too little, merely a more 
sophisticated method of pacification, in buying off and telling 
itself lies, 

Neither the glib and ritual statements of political candi- 
dates or the present war on people...er...poverty, have any 
pretence of solving the real problems of the community,

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The Law No More? 


The partner in crime for those seeking absolute power - 


for absolute rule is the law. Force and violence alone are 
not either enough or as effective for those who rule to further 
their own selfish ends and protect themselves, Therefore, 
they who rule create laws to protect their property and 
influence their own position, 

Laws ‘‘were never organized or enforced to do justice. 
We have no system for doing justice, not the slightest in the 
world,’’ claimed one Clarence Darrow some sixty plus years 
ago, Since then little has changed to either alter the situation 
he correctly saw. Possibly the situation is more desperate. 
Because although today there are a few more laws for the 
protection of persons or humanity, that is, civil liberties, 
the balance of our laws are property laws intended for those 
who rule, And even, those few in the minority are more 
systematically used against those.they are supposed to pro- 
tect. 

The small handfull of cases that made their way through 
the courts in the past quarter of a century have almost been 
in vain, As with one example, it has been shown that since 
the 1954 school decision there are more children in segre- 
gated schools now than at the time of that historic decision, 
Besides, such victories won through the courts or by any 
legislative process have been long and hard to come by. 
Poor and other dedicated people have had to risk with great 
expense and sacrifice even their lives to gainsmall victories 
and breaks in what is otherwise alegalfence erected only for 
the use of a few. 

Ad Darrow pointed out, ‘‘those who own the earth make 
the laws to protect what they have. Theyfix up a sort of fence 
around what they have, and they fix the law so the fellow 
on the outside cannot get in,’’ 

As is obvious, there are few personal crimes, most are 
property crimes, All laws have been intently written for the 
protection of private property. It is futile to point to the Bill 
of Rights and some amendments thereafter as an exception, 
py themselves they have not been enforced, Always the so- 
called rights of persons or civil rights ‘‘protected’’ by the 
constitution have been someliow waived, It is only other legis- 
lation subsequent to them that has ° demanded their exact 
enforcement, but only after a century or more of personal 
sacrifice and injustice that has often led nowhere and still 
holds a great deal of uncertainty. 

It is ironic, for instance, how some well-known right 
wingers will go around printing parchment copies of the Bill 
of Rights and the U.S, Constitution but fight like hell against 
the reality of the personal civil rights of persons. 

“On the other hand the property right orientation, the 
next logical step in the dehumanized play of those with power, 
can be seen not only as a basis of our laws but, since the 
example of Proposition 14, as woven very deeply into the 
fabric of our culture and society, Yet it is obvious that such 
so-called ‘property rights’? are a complete false and tyran- 
nical assumption which only the average fool would support 
and only the most daring would oppose, 

As was mentioned before, today where laws for the pro- 
tection of the person exist, the opposite is happening, they 
are rarely used except for the purpose of property protection 
or as sledges‘against those they intend to protect. 

‘Take the health codes of the city of San Francisco as one 
good bad example. Recently a judge upheld the eviction of a 
mother of ten who had complained to the authorities a drastic 
health violation. And, in a more broad instance the so-called

Describing herself as ‘‘one third Negro and two-thirds 
Indian’? this under-the-cover agent for the FBI, or just 
simply undercover, had only recently ‘‘surfaced’’ just like 
some secret squirrel to witness to the world the dark and 
awful secrets of such scarey red minus the white (honkey) 
or blues (not the groovey kind) as the NAACP and Urban 
League, 

Young men crossed their legs and bit their lips while 
little ladies eeked and shivered as she spoke of rent strikes 
and grape pickers. ‘God is telling me. to tell you,’? she 
assured the worshippers who amended with swoons and claps. 

There were the magical words and anathemas which 
also-brought great applause and praise, and warmed the 
jittery hearts of her captives, Such characters of scripture, 
or the HUAC or Saint John of Birch again brought amens, 
es did the new news that Clark Kerr had been removed from 
ULC, 

But her greatest pearls were left to the very last 
when she assured all, even the over-excited fuzzies in at- 
tendance, that she was ‘‘not welcome inthe home of any Negro 
family across the country’? but always welcome in the ‘right 
to be white’ abodes of Birchers, 

Also in attendance were the local neighborhood school 
mothers and Parents and Tax Payers, various friends of 
the CIA, FBI, and most likely one or two bearded, long- 
haired hippie commies disguied as bedpan salesmen, 

After the benediction and final blessing it was suspected 
that even the more timid would be able to make it home and 
crawl back under their warm safe covers, even without _ 
looking under the bed and possibly turning the light off. 
So for a while the world would be safe until the second 
coming of Joe McCarthy, Cotton Mather and Manning 
Johnson, 


Department of Health, who recently conducted massive in- 
vestigations of the living conditions of the ‘chippies’’ at the 
singular dictation of one privileged group. Yet this same 
public health department continues to turn its back on fla- 
grant property owner violations elsewhere in the city. 

The so-called conservatives will emphasize the need 
for those in ghettoes and elsewhere to have ‘‘a respect for 
law and order,’ But I must ask you, why? Why should a youth 
have. such an arbitrary respect for something both abstract 
and hypocritical? Abstract in that it has little to do with him 
in terms of actual protection or human concern that is so 
often claimed, Nor is the present practice of law and order 
anything but hypocritcal since it brings him. only harass- 
ment and confusion. One needn’t be very old to see and ex- 
perience just who it is who benefits fromlaws and the neuro- 
tic need for “order”? by some. Even if that order can be 
gained only at the point of a gun. 

This is nothing new, because it has been historically 
affirmed that we are a nation of violence. And the only way 
we know today of enforcing so-called respect for law and 
order is with a threat. The point being that we have been 
and: continue to further push for something that is of no 
real necessity, That is, the need for law. 

To go back to what Darrow was also saying, ‘a jail 
is an evidence of the lack of charity of the people on the out- 
side who make the jails and fill them with the victims of 
their greed,’? What he was further saying was that people 
in jail can no more help it than can those who avoid jail, 
That is, they are ‘‘not there because they deserve to be.” - 

The point being that “crime is born not because people 
are bad,’’ But because some people are never given A CHANCE 
TO LIVE by those who are most responsible for making the 
laws. Therefore there ought not to be jails if it was not that 


the lawmakers and those the law mainly is intended to pro- 


tect were not so grasping and heartless intheir dealings with 
persons in jail. 

The solution is simpfe, ‘‘give the people a chance to live!’’ 
Because there has been no cure for crime through the enact- 
ment of a law, ‘If every man and woman and child in the 
world had a chance to make a decent, fair, and honest diving, 
there would be no jails, few lawyers and fewer courts,”

TOWARD THE SPIRIT OF THE COMMUNITY 


Black people do not want to ‘‘take over’’ this country. 
They don’t want to ‘‘get whitey’’; they just want to get him 
off their backs, as the saying goes, It was for example the 
exploitation by Jewish landlords and merchants which first 
created black resentment toward Jews—not Judaism, The 
white man is irrelevant to blacks, except as an oppressive 

rece, Blacks want to be in this place, yes, but not in order 


+ o terrorize and lynch and starve him. They want to be in his 


place because that is where a decent life can be had, 

But our vision is not merely of a society in which all 
black men have enough to buy the good things of life. When 
we urge that black money go into black pockets, we mean the 


communal pocket, We want to see money go back into the 
community and used to benefit it, We want to see the co- 
operative concept applied in business and banking. We want 
to see black ghetto residents demand that an exploiting 
landlord or storekeeper sell them, at minimal cost, a build- 
ing or a shop that they will own and improve cooperatively; 
they can back their demand with a rent strike, or a boycott, 
and a community so united behind them that no one else will 
move into the building or buy at the store, The society we 
seek to build among black people, then, is not a capitalist 
one. Ii is a society in which the spirit of community and 
humanistic love prevail. The word love is suspect; black 
expectations of what it might produce have been betrayed 
too often, But those were expectations of aresponse from the 
white community, which failed us, The love we seek to en- 
courage is within the black community, the only American 
community where men call each other ‘“‘brother’’ when they 
meet, We can build a community of love only where we 
have the ability and power to do so: among blacks. 


“FOR ALL OUR HUMAN RIGHTS...” 


As for white America, perhaps it can stop crying out 
against ‘‘black supremacy,’’ ‘black nationalism,’? ‘‘racism 
in reverse,’’ and begin facing reality. The reality is that this 
nation, from top to bottom, is racist; that racism is not 
primarily a problem of “human relations’? but of an ex- 
ploitation maintained——either actively or through silence— 
by the society as a whole. Camus and Sartre have asked, 
can a man condemn himself? Can white, particularly liberal 
whites, condemn themselves? can they stop blaming us, and 
blame their own system? are they capable of the shame which 
might become a revolutionary emotion? 

We have found that they usually cannot condemn them- 
reves and so we have done it, But the rebuilding of this 
society, if at all possible, is basically the responsibility 
of whites——_not blacks. We don’t fight to save the present 
society, in Vietnam or anywhere else. We are just going to 
work, in the way we see fit, and on goals we define, not for 
civil rights but for all our human rights,

CRUEL BUT TRUE? Like a Mack truck running over ceramic 
tile, a former area worker, consultant and psychologist, 
Gene T. Orro did an evaluation of Hunters Point BAND.... 
unusual is that everyone read this one....and how! ‘‘ The truth 
hurts...,% was one reaction, but many persons, especially 
men would not be quoted, yet they agreed. Their only open 
comment was that it was so candid. commenting in general 
on the impoverished minority group he explains a little of 
his evaluation pointing out the ‘‘sub-conscious acceptance of 
the inferior status imputed by the majority group...’ ‘*Such 
a situation can result in the evoking of resistant behavior 
to any remedial measures that threaten to change the 
situational conditions...‘‘ That is for instance, ‘‘those group 
members who are individually highly motivated towards 
achievement are typically viewed as ‘traitors’ rather than 
heroic models when they violate the group dogmas and escape 
the ghetto.’’ And as he points out later on: ‘‘One of the felt 
needs of this community is to be capable of mastery of one’s 
destiny and condition, and on the other hand to be needful 
of special skills to be taught for the purpose of allowing a 
better adjustment to the very condition of inferiority they 
feel but, almost have to deny. Poverty at Hunters Point 
is not Poverty; it is.the White man’s Prejudice! This is the 
perception of the people, and economically expedient buying 
practices seem to them to have little to do with enabling 
them to ehange the situation,.’? One drawback to the whole 
thing is that when even a doctor operates on a patient, there 
is some sewing up and further attention called for...this 
was absent. in the evaluation to a large degree...some, many 
still have to live in Hunters Point, problems and all.... 


‘Earn Equality’’ Hell No! 


Typical of much white liberalism is a statement attri- 
buted to the late novelist William Faulkner, Faulkner’s 
sentiments on the question of equality mirror much of the 
attitude of the white American scene, 

According to Faulkner, Negroes must ‘earn’ their 
equality, He goes on to say that, being a minority, Negroes 
would have to surpass whites in responsibility, morality, 
industry and education in order to gain the acceptance of 
white men, ; 

This self-righteous attitude is not limited to southern 
intellectuals, Faulkner was a native Mississippian, The 
same statement could be attributed to a great majority 
of northern whites, Such is merely another example of the 
great amount of white racism and white supremacy that is 
so much a code of the ‘‘American Dream’’ which we have 
to put up with day after day. 

If it really was the case that men had to ‘‘earn equality’’ 
then the only people who would be long bankrupted and in 
deep debt would be a great majority of whites, Whereas 
black men and others who have been under the repressive 
butt of the white man would have so much ‘‘earned equality’ 
that little boy whitey would have to come crawling and 
No sir! Equality is not earned, Even those whites among 
us, a majority, who practice racism are not equal. They are 
caught and trapped in their own slime, And itis likely 
that their own likely fate wili be largely their own fault.

H. Rap Brown 


People are. beginning to ask, 
‘Just how many H. Rap 
Browns are there, anyhow?’’ 
One can easily understand this 
bewilderment for it seems 
impossible that one person can 
zet around so fast. 

Brown, SNCC chairman, was 
said to have set off a wave of 
racial disorder after a fiery 
speech he made in East St. 
Louis, 111. last week. 

About 50 persons were ar- 
rested and firemen had to 
answer some 30 calls between 
4:30 p.m. and 7:30 p.m. 

While the disorders were 
still taking place in East St. 
Louis, Brown was in New York 
at Intermediate School 201 in 
Harlem by mid-morning. He 
registered as an emergency 
teacher to fill in for striking 
teachers. He remained inside 
the school about an hour and 
emerged later, stating that he 
had taught a class on black 
power. Officials denied the 
statement. 

The same day, Brown was

arrested and jailed in Alex- 
andria, Va., pending the out- 
come of a court battle by his 
lawyers to avoid his extra- 
dition to Maryland. 


The 23-year-old militant 
leader is wanted in Cambridge, 
Md. on three felony charges 
of inciting Negro riots there 
on July 24. He was arrestedin 
Virginia as_a fugitive. 


Judge Franklyn Backus of 
the Alexandria Corporation 
Court denied Brown’s appli- 
cation for bail and Gov. Mil- 
lis E. Godwin has already 
ordered his extradition. 

During the morning court- 
room proceedings, Brown sat 
looking indifferent while 
thumbing through a copy of © 
“The Thoughts of Chairman 
Mao Tse Tung’’, 

The real Rap Brown stood 
up and was later taken to the 
city jail in Richmond, about 
100 miles south where his 
lawyers again tried to post 
bail and were denied.

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Black Rebellion 


(Editor’s Note: In the following article written exclusively 
for the National Negro Press Service, Dr. Nathan Hare 
makes a penetrating examination of the sociology and psych- 
ology of the black rebellion, Dr. Hare is a graduate of 
Langston University and received his Ph.D, at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, He is an assistant professor of sociology 
at Howard University where he taught black power advo- 
cate Stokely Carmichael. Dr, Hare recently resigned as head 
of Howard’s chapter of the American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors to spend more time organizing black 
power groupsin Negro colleges.) 


When late last May in the U.S, News and World Re,- * 
I predicted a ‘‘black blitzkrieg’’ as the precursor of a racial 
civil war in this century, angry White readers rained sting- 
ing letters of condemnation while a survey of so-called Negro 
leaders in the Washington Afro-American laughed me off 
as more than ludicrous, 

Now as I sit writing on recent developments in the black 
struggle and the forces behind them, 5,000 Federal troops 
(allegedly scheduled previously for Vietnam) have been 
called hastily to Detroit where 7,000 National Guardsmen 
and 1,000 policémen were in trouble and revolutionary flames 
have already wreaked over a hundred million dollars damage. 
(A Southern Congressman has called for Federal bombing 
of Detroit.) 

This came close on the heels of an insurrection in New- 
ark (flared by lesser uprisings elsewhere) leaving dozens 
of dead, hundreds injured and millions of dollars of destruc- 
tion, 

What began in Newark as a moderate, nation-wide black 
conference ends, after a purge of white newsmen (and their 
black lackeys), with 50 anti-white resolutions, an attack on 
white-created institutions, calls for a new kind of black 
value system and the division of the United States into 
separate states for whites and blacks, 

I have just managed to reach by telephone a friend in 
Detroit’s ghetto, Crouched on a mattress on the floor for 
fear of injury, he tells me of a sniper next door, inter- 
mittent shooting, and reports that he has had only two hours 
sleep in almost three days. 

‘<It?s just like war,’’ he says, Only a few hours earlier a 
black man had stood on a corner up the street and shouted: 
‘“Let’s get with it. We’re going to burn down America!”’ 

What is behind this flaming new mood. This bold and 
boiling anger of black Americans? Listen to what some black 
men have to say. They are both college men and we are 
watching ‘the late news on television. 

“They could stop this,’’? one said. ‘All they have to do 
is do right.’’ 

“They don’t want to do right,’’ the other replied, 

‘“‘America is‘rotten to the core, I’ve got to get the hell 
out of this country,’’ 

“That’s all that’s left to be done,’ the second man said 
to him. ‘‘I’ve got to die, I’ve got to die.’’ He was pacing the 
floor and watching a white policeman brutalize a black woman, 

This fatalistic outlook and loss of faith in old ways of 
gaining freedom is repeated by thousands each day in the 
black ghetto, It is a product of the failure of assimilation— 
more about that later—and the moral decadence of Ameri- 
can society, It is a decadence born in part of the conflict 
between what white Americans preach and what they prac- 
tice, particularly in matters of race and color. 

Most black residents of urgan communities are new- 
comers to the city where, instead of thefreedom they sought, 
they find more disillusionment and despair.Theirs is the dual 
alienation of what many white youth feel about United States 
activities in Vietnam, coupled with scars of four centuries 
of abuse and cunning treachery to which black people are 
subjected in America. 

The most recent census, in 1960, showed virtually no 
gains, collectively, for black people in income, occupational 
advancement, or residential and educational desegregation, 
Negro family income is barely more than half that of whites, 
just as it was over half a century ago, 

In a study read at a past convention of the American 
Sociological Association, I found that while Negroes had 
moved up very slightly during the 1940s (when they were 
needed in war industry) they failed, despite the passive 
resistance movement and token appointments, to gain ground 
during the 1950s, Today, a dozen years after the Supreme 
Court decreed segregation in public schools unconstitutional, 
most schools (like most churches) are still virtually all- 
black or all-white. 

Despite some token integration in housing, University 
of Wisconsin professors Karl and Irene Taeuber reveal in 
Negroes in Cities, that there is slightly more residential 
segregation of the races than there was in 1940, Five out 
of every six United States cities with more than 5,000 white 
households show indices of segregation above 80 (complete 
segregation would produce an index of 100, absolute desegre- 
gation an index of 0), Two-fifths of all black people are im- 
prisoned in the ghettoes of the 12 largest cities with indices 
over 90, 

They form black bulls-eyes (in case of atomic attack), 
surrounded by satellite white suburban rings. They are per- 
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plexed by the fact that the white man comes into their neighbor- 
hoods to exploit them economically and, though he segre- 
gates otherwise by day, integrates with black womenby night. 
Accordingly, black men now seem bent on burning the white 
man out of their neighborhoods, 

Black Americans increasingly conclude that integra- 
tion is not attainable anywhere and, on reflection, it is not 
even desirable to integrate into a corrupt and shaky society. 
Such people feel that integration should not mean the dis- 
integration of the black race but the right to exist on an equal 
plan as a distinct category. This is better known as Black 
Power —head on opposition to the everlasting evils of white 
power, by any means available, 

Thus efforts to snare black allegiance to the Vietnam 
war, fighting and dying in a foreign land for a freedom they 
do not have in their own country strikes them as no less than 
appalling. When praised cynically for their ‘‘valour’’ on the 
battlefield, they feel no pride but rather that ‘‘America is 
the black man’s true battleground.”’ 

Private Oliver, a colored soldier killed when he reported- 
ly fell on a hand grenade to save his white comrades, was 
posthumously given a Congressional Medal of Honor, some- 
thing no black man, living or dead, had received in either 
the First World War, the Second World War or the Korean 
War. The feeling all around the black community was that 
Private Oliver probably stumbled on the grenade, but if it 
is true that he fell on it, then they should have given him a 
Congressional Medal of Ignorance. 

Black people cannot understand how the black male has 
been emasculated at home ever since the beginning of 
slavery, but is repeatedly shipped -abroad as a warrior, 
more recently to kill and die in disporportionate droves in 
Vietnam while white social scientists receive grants and 
applause for studying ‘‘Negro family disorganization’’ and 
bemoaning ‘subcultural norms,?’ overlooking the relative 
shortage of black males, It is a condition, they feel, which 
white men produce. 

These things and more'bring black individuals to the 
realization, as I sought to show in my book, The Black Anglo 
Saxons, published hardly more than a year before the Black 


Power movement bloomed, that the quest for integration as _ 


an end in itself mortifies the self-image of the black indi- 
vidual, It produces a freak man with a black face and a white 
mind, Blacks have been taught to worship a God who is painted 
white, Nor have they forgotten that their ancestors in Africa 
once had the land. The white man came and brought them the 
Bible. Now they have the Bible and the white man has the land, 

They remember how they were also taught to look down 
on their own music and culture while white hillbillies (in- 
cluding the Beatles and the like) grew rich and famous, They 
have come to see, by way of the appeasement and tempta- 


tion held out through token integration, that integration does — 


not necessarily mean equalization. Even when they have 
been integrated, it was usually near the bottom and seldom 
were they elevated. 

The paradoxes perpetrated by the white man are in- 
creasingly clear to them now: For example, the admonition 
to use non-violence alone in their struggle against stubborn 
white oppressors, even when attacked. 

White oppressors likened Dr. Martin Luther King’s non- 


violent movement to Ghandi’s in India, ignoring the difference — 


in the two situations, These differences include a compara- 
tive passion of the British for refinement, reason and abhor- 
rence of things crude, though England is surely America’s 
mother country. Z 

Dr. King was flooded with honors, including the Nobel 
Prize for Peace, at a time when he had not opened his mouth 
on peace, Then when he got to thinking he was a true peace- 
maker and suggested going 10,000 miles away to talk to the 
Vietcong (who are not in our towns dropping bombs to bring 
peace and freedom) they said he had gone meddling in affairs 
outside his “‘field.’’ : : 

Black people now realize that it is extremely American 
to fight back when attacked, Black men remember being 
taught in school to honor white Patrick Henry, who stood and 
said: ‘Give me liberty or give me death.’ Then when a 
black man stands and says: ‘‘Give me liberty or give me 
death,’’ they gladly give him death, 

This is the new awakening of the black man in America; 
and long overdue it is, Just a few weeks ago the House of 
Representatives voted down a Federal rat extermination 
program: for the slums across the country, where more rats 
live,.and sometimes no doubt better, than Negroes, The 
American white man, we now feel, would rather exterminate 
Negroes, 

Warlier the House rushed through an anti-riot Act, 
supposedly aimed at Stokely Carmichael but which can be 
used to restrict and imprison almost anyone who makes an 
undesirable speech outside the territory of his home town, 
Surely U.S, Congressmen realize that riots by definition 
already are unlawful, and people who take part in riots are 
acting outside the law which they regard as unjust and un- 
dependable, 

Rather than remedy the causes of riots, white politicians 
are now crying ‘‘Anarchy in the Streets’ as a pretext for 
instituting crude measures of repression, 
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Who Speaks For The Negro 


The civil-rights struggle of America’s 22-million Negroes 
seems Clearly divided along socio-economic lines. In one 
camp is the burgeoning Black power advocates; in the other 
there is the professional, middle-calss traditianists. 

Although the traditionists NAACP and the Urban League 
—have long been t+2 respected standard bearers of the Negro 
struggle, their influeace and power have just about vanished in. 
the Black cauldrons of the north. 


It is precisely this lack of influence and the inability of 


grass roots of Black communities that has caused many low : 


> 


middle-calss ‘“‘leaders’’ to build a sustaining rapport with oO 


class Negroes to turn their backs on them. 

Also, a major stumbling block to creating any kind of 
meaningful union between the ghetto’s poor and uneducated is 
the image the leaders themselves present. The Negro poor 
resent what often appears to be a condescending, noblesse 
oblige attitude. This coupled with the fact that these leaders 
are not a part of the ghetto, but, rather, live in comfortable 
antiseptic communities in white suburbia. 

But aside from these fundamental problems that beset the 
‘responsible civil rights leaders’ there is, perhaps, the 
more vexing ones of strategy and tactics. The problem of 
embarking on a civil rights course that appeals to both liberal 
whites and the Negro poor. 


Militant Negro groups reject this kind of bilateral com- 
radeship as an ineffective method for solving the Negroes’ 
problems. These groups maintain and, no doubt, with some 
degree of justification, that the ‘‘responsible organizations’ 


are hamstrung by ‘’ hite’? money and the number of whites © 


on their policy-making boards. For understandably, the money 
they receive—the bulk of it from whites—carries with it 
certain implied obligations. — ; 

As amember of SNCC noted recently in addressing a large 
group from the steps of the U.S. Court of Appeals in New 
York, during H. Rap Brown’s bail hearing: 


‘¢eWe had more money than we could spend when we were 


marching and being peaceful andnot fighting back. But as soon | 


as we started fighting back and stopped turning the other 
check, the money stopped coming in.’” 


Although SNCC’s financial position is somewhat pre- 
carious, they seem content to forego white financial support 
for a free hand in mapping their own strategy. 


The Negro in the nation’s urban wards feels a greater 
affinity and have much more trust and faith in groups like 
SNCC and CORE. 

This allegiance is probably attributable to the groups’ 
appeal to the Black consciousness of Negroes in the ghetto 
and the fact that they are outspoken and often vitriolic about 
racial matters. 


Although the black power rallying ery has excited the 
imagination of the country’s young and disinherited, it has 
also attracted an impressive array of young intellectuals. 
These young and articulate Black power apostles represent 
a new breed and the dawn of a new era in this country’s 
racial drama. : 

Black power sweeping the country may seem to many an 
ambiguous philosophy, which has not yet come up with 
constructive programs to remedy the ills of the Negro. 


However, as ironic as it may sound, the militant Black 
power groups may prove to be the only solution of conserva- 
tive Negro civil rights’ groups. Why? Because the very 
existence of radical Black groups strengthens their indivi- 


dual bargaining positions. They say to the white power struc- . 


ture you either give us the relatively moderate programs we 
are advocating, or you commit yourselves to continued urban 
unrest. The decision is not a difficult one to make.

Can the problem-.be solved this side of an out and out 
racial war? Father Time alone, it:seems, has the answe 
Right now nobody, least of all the White Establishment; 
appears genuinely to think so, although nobody but a sadist 
or a maniac courts violence unnecessarily. But the United 
States is testimony to the fact, black people increasingly 
believe, that maniacal beliefs and acts can become collec- 
tive and socially approved, 

On the other hand, many people believe that, given the 
high degree of social organization and technological control, 
a revolution in the United States is probably close to im- 
possible. They point out that the F.B.I, has infiltrated 
revolutionary groups and is likely to turn up sitting on the 
planning committee of any organized conspiracy. Now it 
appears that the revolutionists have infiltrated the F.B.I, 
Indeed one Negro is known to have infiltrated the Ku Klux 
Klan, 

Even if a revolution is not possible, a civil war is, 
and ‘You can’t fight in Vietnam and et home too” is the way 
one black rebel put it recently. 

It may not be possible to overthrow a racist white 
America, but clearly America can be destroyed, The choice 
may no longer be left to her,

Use the condom with a spermidical jelly and have the 
woman also use a foam, 

Use condoms only once unless you test for leaks by 
blowing them up to detect any escaping air, or by filling 
with water to test for leaks,

cines, Pills should be kept way out of the reach of children, 
It is never wise to take medicine that has not been pre- 
scribed by a doctor just for YOU, However in the case of the 
Pill, no. fatal. results would occur; no emergency exists 
which would indicate that the child’s stomach had to be 
pumped. In any case though, if the child did swallow the Pill 
be sure to tell your Doctor or clinic about it, and above all,

HUNTING FOR FURNITURE! 

Buying furniture can be fun’ 
—but it’s tricky. It’s often! 
hard to tell whether you’re' 
getting the bargain of a life-. 
time or something that will, 
break down into junk before 
you turn around, Here are 
some tips to help you get 
the best value for money., 


SHOP AROUND before you 
buy. Check prices, styles and, 
quality at at least two or! 
three stores, and don’t shopin 
any store that has a bad repu- 
tation, Your local Better Bus- 
iness Bureau will tell you if 
there have been any 
complaints, Explore a good 
downtown department store 
and ask the salesman to show 
you what to look for. Don’t be 
afraid to take his time —that’s 
part of his job, and anyway 
you may be a customer some 
day. 


TAKE A GOOD LOOK at the 
irame to make sure it’s strong. 
It should be made of hard- 
wood, with the joints strength- 
ened with a pair of inserted 
wooden pegs, and where max- 
imum strength is needed, re- 
inforced by plywood panels or 


. glued-on wooden blocks, There 


should be no splits or scratch- 
es. Drawers should glide 
smoothly; the corners should 
be ‘dovetailed’ with inter- 
locking joints and drawers 
than about 16’ wide 
should have a brace unaer- 
neath to prevent sagging. Metal 
furniture should be welded, not 
screwed, haveno poorlyfitting 
parts, no jagged edges or un- 
even lamination, 


CHECK THE FABRIC to see 
it?s a long-wearing tight 
weave, Ask the dealer about 
each type and the fiber it’s 
made from, and check labels 
for special treatment and re- 
sistance to soil and stain, 
LEAN ON IT to make sure 
there’s no wobble, If it’s a 
chair or sofa, sit on it to 
see it’s really comfortable, 
and that you don’t hit the 
frame, Examine the underside 
to see it’s well finished; also 
the backing, which should be 
preferably screwed and not 


- tacked or nailed,

Have you ever been caught 
by an ad like this? Gone tothe 
store and found they refused 
to sell it to you, claiming it 
was old and worn, which it 
often was? Then been pres- 
sured bya slick-talking sales- 
man to buy something very 
much higher priced? 

This kind of hoax is called 
“bait and switch’’—the ad 
acting as “bait’? to get you 
into the store, where the sales- 
man is waiting to ‘‘switch’ 
your attention to something 
he’ll make a profit on, And 
‘it?s illegal, both in Federal 
and California law, which 
states that nobody may ad- 
vertise something for sale 
and then not sell it, 

Obviously, it’s best never 
to fall into this particular 
trap. Beware of anything that 


‘looks like a giveaway, and if 


it’s a ‘‘bait and switch’’ walk 
right out of the store and 
don’t come back. 

Bringing the matter to court 
is frankly a gamble, but if 
you want to try, your most 
hopeful source of help is the 
Legal Aid Society of San Fran- 
cisco, 690 Market St., 421- 
7337, They can take you as a 
client if you can’t afford an 
attorney, or if an attorney 
won’t take the case and there 
is an important principal in- 
volved, 

You will have to show that 
the item was advertised for 
sale (keep a copy of the ad) 
and that you tried to buy it 
and were refused. Generally 
your word is enough—but if 
you happened to have a friend 
present at the time, their. 
evidence would be even bet- 
ter, Don’t try toget your mon- 
ey back if you bought the higher 
priced ‘substitute, though ... 
there’s nothing illegal about 
being caught for a sucker!
